Until His Return from Chicago He 
Will Make No Nominations. 


THE DEVELOPMENTS IN WASHINGTON.

Washincton, April 19.—(Special.)—No 
appointments have been made by the pres- 
ident this week, and kuowing ones say 
there will be but few for severa]) weeks. 
The president is, right now, devoting all 
his time to the affairs of the government 
rather than to the office seekers. There 
may be a few departmental appointments 
soon, but the announcement is made that 
no more foreign offices will be filled until 
after the president returns from Chicago, 
which will be during the first week in 
May. 

Next week Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland, with 
the cabinet members and their wives and 
a congressional delegation, go to New York 
to the naval review. A few days after they 
return Mt. Cleveland will go to Chicago 
to the opening of the world’s fair. Mrs. 
Cleveland will not go to Chicago, but she 
will press the button here, thereby starting 
the machinery in Chicago. 

Mr. Cleveland will remain in Chicago 
two days. When he returns he will again 
consider the applications for offices -and 
make appointments. 

At the state department it is given out 
that while the papers of applicants for for- 
eign offices ‘are being examined, no ap- 
pointments are apt to be made for some 
time. Secrtary Gresham and _ Assistant 
Secretary Quincy are ambitious to have 
under this administration the best. repre- 
sentation in foreign. countries the govern- 
ment has ever had, They are, therefore, 
selecting and recommending to the presi- 
dent the very best fitted men among the 
many applicants. While several names 
have been practically decided upon, the 
papers will not be presented to the presi- 
dent until the rush of business in other 
directions is concluded. 

Mr. Myrick’s Case. 

The case of Mr. Myrick, who wants to 
be consul general to Berlin, has progressed 
somewhat. The examination of the files 
of his paper by the department has been 
concluded. The clerk who did the work 
has made his report. He was unable to 
‘find any persona! assaults npon Mr. Cleye-

A Couspiracy, of Course. 
The treasugy situation was somewhat re- 
‘lieved today, but the free gold in_ the 
treasury may disappear at any moment. 
There seems to be a conspiracy in New 
York financial circles to force an issue of 
bonds. Both Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Car- 
lisle are decidedly averse to it. All the 
congressmen here are discussing the situ- 
ation. ‘To the majority of them it is.even 
more important than the desire to capture 
offices. There are many advocates of 
the proposed plan to go into the gold re- 
serve temporarily if necessary. The prop- 
osition is to draw $10,000,000 or so if nec- 
essary from the g6éld reserve. There is 
some irritation among the advisers of the 
president that all the gold exported is taken 
from the treasury reserve. They say that 
there is more thun $600,000,000 of gold in 
the country, of which $70,000,000 ‘is in 
the hands of the New York banks, be- 
sides all the gold certificates which ‘they 
hold. They maintain that it is for the 
interest of the banks to prevent a panic by 
doing their share to meet the demand for 
export and that they ought to-do it. There 
Was a report today that the president might 
call an extra session of congress.very soon 
to consider the financial situation. It is 
fot probable that fhe presidept has formed 
any conclusion on the subject or that he 
Will call an extra session unless the crisis 
becomes acute. Naked repeal of the Sher- 
man silver law would be agreeable to 
him, but if this cduld not be carried he

HAS A BETTER LOOK. 


Supply of Gold Considerably Inc 


Yesterday. 
Washington, April 19—Only a grave 


“emergency wil] change the present financial 


policy ef the government. Each day the 
Officials of the treasury: department gaiv 
Yester- 
day afternoon the secretary received some 


gold from Philadelphia, which is the first 


offer that the east has made to aid the ad- 


- Ministration and a small amount was also 


obtained from Chicago. ‘This enlargement 
of free gold and the usual daily increase, 
makes the condition more easy than it was 
yesterday. This, coupled with the belief 
that the order for gold on Friday to be 
shipped by Saturday’s steamer, is not very 
large, leads to the impression that the de- 
partment will be able to meet the demand 
for this week. 

At the treasury it was denied that any 
order has yet been issued to stop the re- 
demption in gold of the treasury notes of 
1890 and the statement was made that’noth- 
ing will be done until the emergency ar- 
rived. If any action has been taken, it is 

robably in the form of a letter of warn- 
ing of a personal character to the assistant 
treasurer of New York, informing him what 
the policy of the treasury will be in case the 
free gold entirely disappears, but which 
might be used as an order if necessary. It 
is believed that so far as possible the west- 
ern bankers will core to the.gid of the sec- 
retary of the treasury and sup im. wit 
sufficient -gold to meet the present demand: 
The issuance of bonds would probably be 
the last method that the secretary would 
turn to if a crisis should arise. 

Secretary Carlisle said this afternoon 
that he had $1,716,000 free gold in the 
treasury. This was obtained yesterday and 
today, principally from the west, mostly 
in exchange for small notes. The ab- 
stract of reports made to the comptroller 
of the currency showing the condition of 
all the national banks in the United States 
at the time of the last call—Monday, the 
6th of March—has been prepared at the 
treasury department. The aggregate of re- 
sources is $3.459,521,223. In this con- 
nection, it is interesting to note that the 
gold coin held aggregates $99,857.235: gold 
certificates $69.098 .79; gold clearing house 
certificates $4,989,000. Loans and _ dis- 
conhts reached the enormous sum of $2,138.- 
000. . Amorg the __iiahilities capital 
stock paid in aggregates $688,000,000 and in- 
dividual deposits $1,751,000,000.

of their country, to land. It now transpires 
that the United States officials have been./ 
watching the Chinese that have been coming f 
in and winked at the customs authorities. 
Last evening a demand was made on Bob j 
EKigham, a local politician, for certain crimi- 
nating documents held by him. 

These papers were part of a bundle claim- 
ed by Inspector Coblenetz and said to have 
been.found by Eigham under a bed in his 
house. The bed had been occupied by Vir- 
gil Moore, of Portland, Ore., and Moore, it 
is claimed, has been at. the head of the 
smugglers and one of the parties who had 
a hand in forging Chinese passports by the 
thousand. Moore’s partner in Portland is, 
a relative of a prominent govermnent offi- 
cial, who, in turn, it is claimed, has come in 
for a large share of a_ total of 
used annually for ‘over 
two years in carrying on fn 
wholesale smuggling business. Coblentz 
affirms that the largest “divvy’’ known to 
have been made was given United States 
treasury officials, who were paid at a rate 
of $14,400 a year, with other customs offi- 
cials, who received $3,600 and $6,000 a 
year. 

When Coblentz learned the facts he com- 
municated with the department officials at 
Washington city. In trying to bring out 
more evidence he stumbled against Eigham; 
and it is claimed Eigham refused to give }: 
up the bundle of letters without a considera- 
tion. He refused to return them to Moore.

At midnight last night about hal? of the. 
Northern Pacific steamship’s cargo of about 
two hundred and fifty Chinamer had: beer 
examined, only about 50 per cent of 
them: being allowed to land. It was found 
on previous examinations, condueted by Coi- 
lector Wasson, that four Chinamen who 
were born in Portland were rejected. This 
has led to gossip that Wasson is working 
against the Northern Pacific and aiding the 
Canadian Pacific and San Francisco steam- 
ship lines, as one of the principal items in 
carrying on the steamship business to China 
is the carrying of Chinamen. 

Dismissed from the Service 

Washington, April 19.—A report of Spe- 
cia} Agent Noyes on the alleged illegal 
landing of 700 Chinamen from the steamer 7 
Haytien Republic at Portland, Ore.. has 
been received at the treasury department. 
In connection with the investigation and as 
a result of it, several of the minor officials 
at Portland, Ore., and Port Townsend, 
Wash., have been dismissed from the gov- 
ernment service. The department declines 
to entirely make public the contents of 
Agent Noyes’s report. 


THEY WANTED MORE PAY 


And Hotel Waldorf Waiters Were Granted 
Their Demand. 


New York, April 19.—It now transpires 
that while the distinguished guests now 
stopping at the Hotel Waldorf were linger- 
ing over their coffee last evening, the 140 
waiters who, under ordinary circumstances, 
would have been waiting on the duke of 
Veragua and his party, were closeted with 
Manager Boldt, discussing the probability 
of striking at ohce. The waiters were unit- 
ed in asserting their position and declared 
that unless the immediate increase of wages 
was agreed upon, they would all leave in a 
| body. The manager finally acceded to their 
demands, thus preventing a strike which 
| would, no doubt, have caused consterna- 
tion among the guests as well as the pro- 
prietors. One hundred and twenty waiters 
asked an increase of $5 per month. Their 
salary was formerly $25 per month, while 
the remainder, who are classed as private 
room waiters, will receive $40 per mopth. 
A committee of waiters is today calling op 
hotel proprietors with an agreement. to 
pay more wages, which they demand shall 
be signed.

THE TWISTED WIND. 


Another Terriffic Cyclone in Mississippi 
and Arkansas. 


THIRTY MILES OF WRECKED HOUSES 


While Hundreds of People Are Kill- 
ed or Maimed. 


I THE MONEY LOSS WILL BE HEAVY. 


Freaks of the Storm-—Shingles Driven 
Through Trees—-A House Blown 
From Overa Setting Hen. 


. Meridian, Miss., April 19.—(Special.)— 
When a heavy cloud gathered this after- 
noon and threatening clouds lowered, the 
thonght uppermost was that a cyclone was 


} brewing and. when time went by and Meri- 


dian escaped, as if by a miracle, news was 
anxiously awaited from other points. Ru- 
mors of cyclones throughout Jasper and 


' Olarke counties were rife, but not wntil 


the delayed New Orleans and Northeastern 
train reached here at 1 o’clock a. m., could 
particulars be obtained. From Conductor 
Manson Clarke and others of the train 
crew and passengers, the following partic- 
ulars were learned. 

The cyclone originated in Jasper county, 
thirty-five miles south of here, and traveled 
in a northeasterly direction with the pecu- 
liar whirling gyratory motions character- 
istic of cyclones. A settlement of negro 
cabins was destroyed and many of the un- 
fortunate inmates perished. 

A Froak of the Wind. 

Colonel Berry’s magnificent plantation 
Was swept clean, but fortunately none of his 
family were injured. Several negroes on 
*his plantation were seriously hurt. Here 
the cyclone performed the freak of bodily 
lifting a house from the ground, sweeping 
away the floor and foyndation, and re- 
placing the house as it originally stood. 

From here to Barnett, a small station on 
the Northeastern railroad, thirty miles south 
of here, where the storm was especially 
containing sev- 
eral thousand gallons of water, was over- 
tirned and badly damaged; a switch stand 
was twisted off at the base and several 
other freaks occurred. 

‘Dr. T. J. Krouse, a planter of large in- 
terests, was a heavy loser. Every stick 
of timber on his pl§ce was carried away 
and every house demolished. He had a 
magnificent residence and a settlement of 
wearo cabins tenanted by his hands. Dr. 


Krouse was himself badly burt. being cut 


and bruised all over fhe body, and his son, 


“Dr. Theodor Krouse, is lying at the point 


of death, having an ugly cut on the fore- 

head’ laying bare the membraneous cov- 

ering of the brain, besides numerous bruises. 

Mrs. Kronse and Miss Lizzie Krouse were 

rescued from the debris unhurt except from 

severe conticions. ' 
A Whole Family Roasted to Death. 

A negro on Dr. Krouse’s place named 
Henry German, with wife and nine chil- 
dren, and imprisoned under the ruins of his 
cabin and fire, originating from the kitchen 
stove, slowly roasted the unfortunate 
wretches who piteously begged that death 
might come and release them from their 
sufferings. 

Other negro inmates of the cabins on the 
place were shaken and bruised, but no 
other serious casualties are reported. 

Three tiundred Feet Wide. 

After leaving Krouse’s place, the cy- 
clone cut a swath three hundred feet wide 
through a section of land densely timbered. 
The heavy oaks went down like a sheaf 
of wheat under a cloud of grasshoppers and 
all along the remainder of the route the 
houses crumbled like air castles exposed 
to the scorching rays of the noonday sun. 

Three miles east of Barnett the wind 
struck a neighborhood of frugal farmers. 
Tom Lett’s dwelling was engulfed and he 
escaped with a broken leg, while other 
members of his family were slightly 
bruised. 

John Smith had his house swept away 
and escaped with cuts and bruises. 

From here for a space of five miles the 
country is rather thinly settled, but 
now the remains of several negro 
cabins and a wide stretch of 
felled timber mark the cyclone’s 
deadly march, while the lucklese late in- 
habitants of the cabins are nursing their 
wounds in the brush. 

Dr. Frank McCormick’s turpentine still 
late erected at considerable cost, was next 
in the path. Leggett’s store was destroyed 
and his steck of merchandise is now hang- 
ing in shreds upon convenient branches 
of the forest trees. B. F. Leggett’s resi- 
dence was demolished and Mr. Leggett _re- 
ceived injuries of the spine, which may 
prove fatal. Mr. Leggett’s wife and chil- 
dren were buried in the ruins, which caught 
fire and’ would have perished but for the 
timely arrival of neighboring help. 

A little further on three negro cabins 
were struck. Two or three negroes are re- 
ported killed; while others are wounded. 

Twenty miles east of Barnett the ‘storm 
crossed the Mobile and Ohio railroad tracks, 
tearing down three miles of telegraph wire 
and obstructing the track. A wrecking 
train was immediately sent down and in a 
few hours had the track in shape. 

Four or five miles of telegraph poles 
and wire were also blown down along the 
track of the New Ofreans and Northeast- 
ern railroad. ‘ 

After crossing the Mobile and Ohio 
tracks north of Schubuta in nearly the 
same track pursued by the cyclone of a 
month ago, the storm struck? Bob F'loyd’s 
plantation, unroofiing and demolishing a 
number of negro cabins. 

Stuck to Her Nest. 


Under one of these houses a hen was 
patiently nursing a setting of eggs. The 


house was lifted off its foundation and car- 


ried away but the hen stuck to her nest 
undisturbed. : 

The fury of the storm ean be better im- 
agined when it is stated that in some in- 
stances common pine. shingles were driven 
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incumbered with debris that it will be im- | 


possible to till them this season. 
The Loss Is Very Heary. 

The loss in dollars cannot be estimated 
with accuracy, but it will reach-into the 
hundreds of thousands. 

The distressing feature is that those 
visited by the storm’s fury are for the most 
part small. holders, farmers with moderate 
means who lose all they possess in the world, 
and will be compelled to start anew. Scores 


of the sufferers will have to walk eight sof 


ten miles this morning for breakfast or go 
hungry, not having provisions enough for a 
meal nor means of preparing them. 

This is the.third time a cyclone has tra- 
versed nearly the same track in the past | 
two months, and owing to that fact it is 
highly probable that the major portion of 
the waste thus.created will not be rebuilt. 

Ravoe in Fourche Valley. 

Little Rock, Ark., April 19.—News was 
received here today of a fearful cyclone 
that swept down Fourche valley, Scott 
county,.a few days ago, leaving death and 
havoc in its wake. The news of the ter- 
rible destruction was late in reaching the 
outside world on account of the absence of 
railroads and _ telegraphic communication 
in the part of the state where it occurred. 
The town of Bolles, sixteen miles northeast 
of Dallas, was almost swept off the map. 
Buildings, outhouses and fences were blown 
half a.mile and scattered in fragments. 
Dozens of trees were uprooted and carried 
in front of the storm. ie 

A number of lives were lost, but a cor- 
rect report cannot be obtained. It is known 
that seven persons were killed. 

An eyewitness says that long before the 
wind struck the town, strange atmospheric 
phenomena were noticed and the people 
were to some degree prepared for their un- 
welcome visitor. First, the sky became 
overcast and then a moaning sound was 
heard and finally a greenish-colored cloud 
was seen rapidly approaching from the 
southwest. As it neared, the wind sprang 
up and continued in force until buildings 
and trees, unable to stand against the 
terrific pressure, were swept away.

OVERWORK THE CAUSE OF HIS DECLINE 


Booth’s First Attack in Rochester While 
Playing “Othello” with Lawrence 
Barrett—Hisg Last Performance. 


New York, April 19.—Edwin Booth, the 
tragedian, is lying at the Players’ Club, 16 
Grammercy perk, suffering from paralysis. 
It is feared that this, the second paralytic 
stroke, the famous actor has been stricken 
with, will prove fatal. 

At 11 o’clock this morning Superintendent 
McGonnegle, of the Players’ Club, not hav-

ing heard from Mr. Booth, opened the door 
on his sleeping apartment at the club and 
found the tragedian lying in bed uncon- 
scious. 

Drs. Smith and Ransom were immediate- 
ly summoned and gave it as their opinion, 
that he had been siezed with the stroke sime 
time during the night. 

- Drs. Smith and Ransom remained with 
their patient all day, and at midnight, though 
+ there were signs of consciousness his con- 
dition was considered very critical, and the 
attending physicians said it was very doubt- 
ful if Mr. Booth would recover. 

Mr. Booth was compelled to go to Lake- 
| wood last fall on account of his ill health. 
He returned from there November 4th. ap- 
parently sonrewhat fimproved. Ha went 
to his home at the Players’ Club, but could 
not be seen by visitors. 

Overwork Killing Him. 

Mr. J. H. McGonnegle, the superintendent 
| of the club, said: 

“The vertigo which had troubled Mr. 
Booth for years made it impossible for 
him to see strangers. The moment he be- 
gan to talk to them the excitement caused 
him to get very dizzy. His head whirled 
and the sensation was very unpleasant to 
him. Some time ago he met with an acci- 
dent, which has been very much exaggerat- 
ed. He was sitting talking and was over- 
come by dizziness and toppled over and 
bumped tlie top of his forehead against 
the washstand. No serious results beyond 
that followed, but the newspapers said 
that he wag unconscious for a long time 
and that it was regarded as very serious. 
You remember when he was overcome at 
Rochester, it was said that his illness was 
due to smoking too much. The real fact is 
that he is now paying the penalty for many 
years of overwork. He has been on the 
stage continually since he was twenty- 
eight years old and he is now about fifty- 
eight. 

“It has been six and seven times a week 
with him, playing big roles. Rossi, Salvini, 
Charlotte Cushman—all the actors whe 
have played in his line—have never at- 
tempted to play more than three or four 
times a week, but the managers come to 
him and say: ‘If you don’t play, Mr. 
Booth, it means that we will have to close 
the house and we will Jose a lot of 
money.” Mr. Booth would answer: ‘Oh, 
all right, old fellow,’ for he is a kind heart- 
ed man, and did not want to see others suf- 
fer loss on his account. Not that he want- 
ed the money, for he did not want to see 
his friends lose anything by him. And so 
it has gone on. He has worked when he 
ought to flave rested and he is now pay- 
ing for it.” 

His First Attack. 
_ The first attack of this kind which Mr. 
Booth had was on April 3, 1889. He was 
then playing “Othello” with Lawrence Bare 
rett in Rochester. He appeared weak as the 
performance went on, and finally another 
actor had to be put in his place to finish am 


the use of his vocal organs, as in the pres- 
ent case. Mr. Barrett, fearing that the at- 
tack was of a much worse nature than it 
really proved, made an address to the audi- 
ence saying that Mr. Booth would probably 
not be able to act again. He reeovered, 
however, in a few days. 
Since Mr. Booth gave his last performance 
at the Academy of Music in Brooklyn, oa 
April 6, 1891, his health has been generaliy 
poor. He spent the most of his time at 
the Players’ Club. A few weeks ago he ap- 
peared to be considerably better, so much

Chicago, April 19.—Lyman Lamb, a mil- 
dionaire from Akron, O., has broken the 
record for mysterious disappearances. 
Chicago police were informed today that 
Mr. Lamb, in company with Attorney 
Newman of this city, drew $28,000 in cur- 
rency from a bank here Monday noon, 
and leaving the satchel containing the 
money in the lawyer’s hands, he went to 
@ restaurant for a meal. From that time 
nothing has been seen or heard of him 
and it is supposed that he was followed 
from the bank by men who saw him draw 
the large amount of money and under the 
supposition that he had the currency on 
his person, he has been foully dealt with. 

For several weeks’ Mr. Lamb, who is 
one of Akron’s most prominent citizens, 
bas been carrying on negotiations with 
Attorney Newman for the purpose of a 
valuable tract of property near Waukegan, 
a Chicago suburb. On this business he 
has been in Chicago a month and Monday 
last the preliminaries had been arranged 
for the purchase. ~ 

Monday afternoon the millignaire had 
arranged to take a train for Waukegan for 
the purpose of a final investigation and it 
was agreed that if everything proved satis- 
factory to Mr. Lamb he should make a 
cash payment of $28,000. Mr. Lamb re- 
guested Lawyer Newman to accompany 
him to his bank, where his funds were on 
deposit. Arrived there, the $28,000 was 
drawn and the fact was witnessed by a 
number of well-dressed men, who appeared 
to be attending to ordinary business at 
the bank. The money was carried ag lit- 
tle distance from the paying teller’s win- 
dow, carefully counted and placed in a 
small satchel, which Mr. Lamb had with 
him for the purpose. The two then walked 
to Washington street and went to the 
Chamber of Commerce building, when 
Mr. Lamb told his companion that he was 
hungry and invited him to lunch. This in- 
vitation was declined and then Mr. Lamb 
said: “You take care of the money then 
and I will go over the street and eat a 
lunch. I will be back in a few minutes.”’ 

The attorney acquiesced and took the 
gatchel, expecting his purchaser to return 
within fifteen or twenty minutes. From 
that moment nothing has been seen or 
heard of Lamb and the §28,000 has re- 
mained in Attorney Newman's possession.

CARTER COMPLAINS 


Of a Misrepresentation of What He Said 
Before the Behring Sea Arbitration. 
Paris, April 19.—Mr. J. C. Carter, of 
counsel for the United States in the pro- 
ceedings before the Bebring sea tribunal 
of arbitration, makes a request that public- 
ity be given to the following statement: 
Yesterday Mr. Carter explained to 
Baron de Courcelles, president of the tri- 
bunal of arbitration, of a misrepresentation 
of his remarks in the report of last I‘riday’s 
proceedi as published in The London 
Times. in this report Mr. Carter was 
represented ag referring to the American, 
Judge Dawson, as a “two-penny, half-penny 
udge. 
. Mr. Carter explained that he had said 
nothing in the least disparaging of that 


distinguished and very worthy judge. What | 


he had really said was that the United 
States could not be held responsible for the 
reasons which the judge assigned for the 
decisions. If it were so, the United States 
government might be held answerable for 
the decision of any two-penny justice of 
the peace. He, Mr. Carter, had never 
said that the judgment given by Judge 
Dawson on vessels seized in the Behring 
sea was anythng but sound. 

In resuming his argument before the tri- 
bunal of arbitration today, Mr. Carter 
claimed that the seals were not ferea natuea 
but private property when nourished and 
tended by man. 

Mr. Carter quoted cases in support of 
this contention and notably the case of 
Morgan vs. the earl of Abergavenny, which 
resulted in a decision that deer were private 
property, similarly to geese and swans, but 
were wild, until cultured. The seals fre- 
guenting the Prybyloff islands were, Mr. 
Carter contended, guarded and cherished 
by the United States and, therefore, a 
species of husbandry was formed giving 
a property right in the seals. The line of 
the arguments presented by Mr. Carter in 
support of the claim of owners in the sealg 
was so technical that the president of the 
tribunal frequently questioned him in regard 
to the statements made.

Superintendent of Prison John W. Kirk 
will go to Tracy City tonight to investigate, 
and if the troops are needed they will be 
sent by special train.

Cash Tinsley, formerly of Atlanta but 
now of Macon, is‘on trial in Bibb superior 
court cer d charged with the murder of 
John Griffeth.

Tinsley claims that the killing was done in 
self-defénse. Griffeth was of a quatrelsome 
and fighting disposition and had been very 
threatening in his conduct toward Tinsley 
on the night of the tragedy, and’ declared 
that he would kill Tinsley. Tinsley shot 
him to save his own life. A large number 
of witnesses have been summoned. Solic- 
itor General Felton is conducting the ne 
ecution.

That Railroad Wreck. 

A short time ago The Constitution con- 
tained an account of the wreck of a com- 
bination passenger and freight train on the 
Eatonton branch of the Central road near 
Milledgeville.

At Milledgeville 
they wanted Conductor Cooper to pass 
them to Eatonton, but the conductor refus- 
ed to do so, and it is said that they be- 
came angry. They got off the train and 
started on a walk to Eatonton. ‘The scene 
| of the wreck is about four miles the other 
side of Milledgeville, and the negroes would 
have had time to reach it and prepare for 
the execution of their plan before the train 
arrived. One of them sent his valise on 
and his name was obtained when he called 
at Eatonton for it. It is suspected that these 
two negroes are the wreckers, and the de- 
tectives have evidence that the wreckers 
hung about the scene of the wreck until 
late that night, as those in charge of the 
hand car that was sent for section hands, 
found a heavy bowlder on the track on its 
second trip back, the track being clear up 
to that time.

ATLANTA WILL PAY TRIBUTE TO HIM. 


Governor Northen Will Go to Virginia on 
the Special Train—News Caught ~~ 
at the Capitol] Yesterday. 


It has been arranged that the plans, as 
mentioned in yesterday’s Constitution for 
allowing the body of the late ex-President 
Jefferson Davis to lie in state in Atlanta, 
shall be carried out with But little change. 

The special train that is to take the dead 
chieftain from New Orleans to his last rest- 
ing place in Richmond, will reach Atlanta 
the day after it leaves New Orleans, and it 
is thought now that the train wi!l leave that 
city about the 28th of next month. 

It will stop long enough in Montgomery 
for the body of the confederate leader to 
be taken to the state capitol, where it will 
lie in state a few hours. It will be the same 
old building, in front of which Mr. Davis 
in the dear old days of the ’60’s, received 
the commission as president of the confed- 
erate states of America. It is not at all 
difficult to see that it will be one of the 
biggest days in Montgomery that city has 
seen for a long time. The people of the 
proud old state of Alabama will turn out 
en masse to see the last of the head of the 
old confederacy. 

From there the train will come on to 
Atlanta without many hours delay. It will 
stop here, according to the programme thus 
far announced, four hours. lt will reach 
here on the afternoon of the 29th about 
4 o'clock, and the body will be taken to the 
state capitol where it will lie in state four 
hours. ‘the special train will then leave at 
8 o'clock for Richmond, making ‘no more 
stops until the final stop is made. 

Governor Northen said yesterday when 
asked about the arrangements to be made 
locally in Atlanta for the display of the 
coffin that holds the body of Mr. Mavis, 
that he had written to the otlicer in charge 
of the special train asking -what he would 
prefer to be done in the matter. re- 
plied to the governor that the plan was 
pretty much as has just been outlined, 
and that the governors of the states, 
through which the special train is to 
on its way to Richmond, shall join the 
party as an honorary escort and follow all 
that was mortal of the dead chieftain to 
its last resting place up amongst the hills 
of Virginia.

Getting In the Results. 

The commissioner of education is busy 
with the work of receiving the returns from 
the school census. The enumeratorg have 
all been appointed and the work is progress- 
ing most rapidly. The work is also moving 
along with most satisfactory results to the 
department. 

The figures that the enumerators are 

sending in to the commissioner show that he 
was not very much mistaken when he said 
that the census would show the state up to 
better advantage in the matter of illiter- 
acy. 
While some of the counties are not show- 
ing up so well, others are making up for 
it and the impression on the mind of the 
commissioner is that the census will be a 
most satisfactory one. 

He will make out the apportionment for 
the school fund this vear to the counties, 
according to the results of the sew censns 
and not according to the last. There will 
be some very broad changes ir. some of the 
funds for the counties. The county of 
Lincoln, for instance, wil] fall short -to 
some extent. It is shown by the enumera- 
tore that the school population of this 
county is not quite so large this @ear #« it 
was by the census five vears ago. This 
means that the county will not get quite so 
much money this vear as it received last 
from the state for the school fund. But 
while thie is true of one or two counties, 
most of them show an increase.

He Responded tothe Toast “The South,” 
and Referred to Steve Byan~The 
Latter Gave Him a Licking. 


Peter McGeough, a Boston shoe drummer, 
who incidently makes banquet speeches, 
and on such occasions generally responds 
to “The South” by the reason of the sup- 
posed knowledge he has of this section 
gathered in his travels in this territory, 
Was five times knocked down, his face bat- 
tered and otherwise severely punished in 
Ryan’s store yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Stephen A. Ryan, the merchant, 
performed the job, and it is said by those 
who saw it that it was vigorous. With 
face bruised and bloody, clothing disarrang- 
ed, and manner excited,» Mr. McGeough 
issued forth from Mr. Ryan’s store, and 
disappeared around the corner of Broad and 
Hunter streets. 

It was all about one of Mr. McGeough’s 
banquet speeches, one which he delivered a 
year ago, and which was made in response 
to a toast of “The South.” If the toast 
had read “S. A. Ryan,” the speech would 
have been better adapted to it. For 
Steve Ryan formed the subject of the shoe 
drummer's remarks. It was in the course 
of his speech, which was widely published 
in the eastern papers, that Mr. McGeough 
delivered himself of the sentence “that like 
Coesar, Steve Ryan brushed his competi- 
tors from before him like so many cobwebs, 
and made money like a prince and spent it 
like a thief.”” The speech mainly consist- 
ed of such sentences as that. The whole 
of it was published, and Steve Ryan put it 
into his scrapbook. 

He remembered the speaker, having seen 
him once. Some time in 1890, McGeough 
while representing Redpath Bros., shoe 
men, of Boston, sold to the Ryan Company 
a bill of shoes. Mr. Ryan saw him just a 
moment as he was checking up the bill and 
when the speech appeared he remembered 
him. The speech was made in Boston be- 
fore a commercial association. 

Yesterday a genteel, welld-ressed, nice- 
looking drummer walked into Ryan’s place 
and walking up to Mr. Steve Ryan intro- 
duced Himself as Mr. Goff, of Cincinnati, 
as representing the shoe house of Plaut, 
Marks & Co., of the Queen City. He 
made a few general remarks about the exe 
cellence of the shoes he had to offer and 
said he would like to display ¢ line of his 
samples. 

“Did you say your name was Goff?’ 
asked Mr. Ryan. The drummer had said 
he had said so. 

“Well, you look very much like Peter 
McGeough,” answered Mr. Ryan, “and 
that’s who you are. Will you step back 
to the rear end of the store?’ 

Mr. McGeough, for it was he, said he 
would not go to the rear of the store, in 
fact, he would not go anywhere. 

“Oh, come along,’ said Mr. Ryan, but 
the drummer still held back. 

“Well, I guess you will go,” said the 
merchant, and with that he struck the Bos- 
tonian and dropped him to the floor. As 
McGeough would rise, Ryan would knock 
him down again until he went to the floor 
five times. The drummer made no attempt 
to defend himself but called on the bystand- 
ers to not let Mr. Ryan kill him.

Our telegrams from 
Galveston report a severe rain there which probably 
extended into the interior, and which will be beneficial 
to the crop, although it is followed by cold weather. 
We also have a telegram from Linden, Louisiana, stat- 
ing that the recent cold weather there has injured the 
crop. During the afternoon the uncertainty as to the 
action of the government tomorrow in regard to fi- 
nances and the jump in the/price of exchange, together 
with reported rains in Texas, gave encouragement to 
the bears and brought some heavy selling orders into 
the market, causing it to close barely steady at about 
last night’s prices. The decline was caused solely by 
the selling orders, the fear of a tight money market 
and a lower Liverpool tomorrow in consequence of the 
rains in Texas. The feeling in this market is~ bearish, 
and any influences 6f an unfavoravile character are 
quickly seized upon to depress prices. The feeling in 
Liverpool is evidently of a more favorable characte, 
as buying orders have been received from that market 
up to the close of business here.

THE CHICAGO MARKET 


Peatures of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, April 19—For the first time in many 
months the May price of wheat today was the same as 
for July. Wet woather generally over a considerable 
portion of the winter wheat belt, and evident manipu- 
lation with a vie bringing the May and July future 
into their natural respective positions, started wheat 
weak. The clique, who sold puts on July freely on the 
curb yesterday afternoon, were buyers on the break 
today. It was rumored that they had made some pri- 
vate settlements since the close yesterday on the basis 
of giving May in exchanxe for July at lc per bushel 
discount. If the rumor is correct the exchange was a 
profitable one for the clique, The signal service report 
at noon indicated cold weather with freezing in some 
sections over the wheat country. This did not infiu- 
ence the trade to any extent, nor did Bradstreet’s re- 
port of a decrease of 2,4:0,000 bushels in the available 
stocks. May wheat opened ‘,c lower, and prices tur- 
ther declined 4c, ruled steadier and the closing was 
easier at 4c from inside figures. July opened ke 
lower and declined 4c more, then advanced oc, again 
weakened and sold off ‘4c, ruled steadier and closed 
4c from the bottom for the day. 

In corn the temper ef the crowd was rather bearish, 
influenced mainly by wheat. The principal feature was 
the widening of the premium of July, the free selling 
of May and the buying of July making the difference 
atone time 1%@2c There was a slight rally after the 
break on covering by some of the local shorts, and at 
the close May showed a loss of \c while July was 
about 4c lower. The market, considering the action 
of wheat, showed some strength. The general rains 
which were reported over the west, it was feared. would 
be followed by a cold wave, retarding the usual spring 
work at this season, and as aconsequence stiffened up 
prices a little.

| | 


Laborer and Escapes. 
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THE SECOND CASE OF THE KIND 


That Has Oecurred This Week—Jim Will- 
iams Cursed Kincaid and Got Death 
for His Pro:anity in Return. 


Bill Kincaid, a desperate negro whose type 
can be found in almost every gang of negro 
laborers, killed his man yesterday and got 
away without any trouble or the display of 
any cleverness or cunning. 

It was the second time this week that such 
a thing has occurred. The case is a parallel 
one with the killing of Catchings by Thomas, 
on Monday, except the weapon used was & 
pistdT instead of a crowbar. 

Beth negroes were at work together. They 
Were employed by the Seaboard Air Line, and 
were working with a gang of bands who 
were grading the road’s new belt line. They 
Were at work near Van Winkle’s shops. As 
they worked, they cursed each other after 
the fashion of negroes at work. Some pretty 
hard oaths were exchanged. 

A rule of the company for which they 
Were at work allows the boss to dock the 
hands a certain amount every time they curse. 
Jim Willians, a young’ negro about twenty- 
eight years old, did some Kentucky swearing, 
and his profanity was leveled at Bill Kincaid. 

“Say, nigger, you'd better stop cussin’,”’ 
Kincaid warned him, ‘“‘you’ve about cussed 
up a dollar's worth now.” 

This remark had the effect of causing Wil- 
liams to indulge in still greater volumes of 
profanity, and he cursed Kincaid in oa truly 
Western manner. Kincaid left him for a few 
moments, and, returning, stepped up to him, 

“You cussed me,” said Kincaid, ‘now, G—d 
d—n you, I’m going to kill you.” 

He held a pistol in his right hand, and as 
he spoke he fired. The aim was bad, and 
the ball did not strike Williams. Walking 
closer to his foe, Kincaid again pulled the 
trigger, and th@ time the ball struck Williams 
in the breast. He threw his hand to his 
breast with a cry of pain. Kincaid wheeled 
and ran. With his hand to his breast, from 
which blood was spurting, Williams started 
to follow.

Sheriff 
Barnes was notified, and, securing a pack of 
bloodhounds, he weet out and followed the 
murderer. Quite a crowd joined in the ex- 
citing chase. 

Coroner Paden held an inquest over the 
dead man’s remains. and the verdict of the 
jury was murder. The body of Williams was 
removed to Cargile’s undertaking establish- 
ment.

Lack of Moisture in the North west. 


Continued lack of moisture in the north- 
east is causing considerable mbling 
amongst the farmers, for the brisk dry 
winds have dried uP the ground and made 
it so hard on uplands that it is there almost 
impossible to plow or otherwise work the 
— om The consequence is that the planting 
of cotton is hindered and will continue to 
be hindered to a greater or less extent 
until there comes a good wetting rain, for 
which everybody is praying at peat. 
About one-half of this year’s anticipated 
acreage of cotton has been planted up to 
the present date. Besides being dry, the 
wagther has also been cool during the past 
week and this combination of low. temper- 
atures and the absence of precipitation has 

revented a rapid growth in all vegetation.

THE FRUIT QUTLOQK. 


Experts in the Griffin Neighborhood Cen- 
sider the Crop Safe. 

Griffin, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)—Upon in- 

uiry today a prominent fruit deafer said to 

be Constitution that he considered the fruit 
crep safe. The fruit was not injured by the 
recent cold and the peach crop promises a 
very satisfactory yield. The Elbertas were 
injured by the frost and cold earlier in the 
season, and so these will not be so plentiful, 
not more than one-third of a crop, the fruit 
men say. The smallness of the crop insures 
& larger and finer fruit, which will probably 
bring a much larger price. The Elberta 
peaches are great favorites with the fruit 
men. They are culiarly adapted to ship- 
ping purposes and can always be placed on 
the northern and eastern markets in good 
shape, and they always command a good 
price. ‘The Amelias and Alexanders will 
yield a large crop, and unless present indi- 
cations fail the fruit crop of this section will 
realize a large profit to the growers. 

The grape crop, the growers say, will be 
enormous, and. this [uscious fruit which 
reaches perfection right here in middle Geor- 
gia, as no where else in this conntry, will be 
shipped in large quantities. The crop is al- 
ready being sold by the car load at a net 
weefit of 21-2 cents a pound. This fruit is 
uninjured by the cold, and many new vine- 
yar will come into bearing this year for 
the first time. A great deal of wine is made 
by the growers of this section, and all the 
surplus grape crop is turned into red and 
white wine, made according to both German 
and French recipes, and of superior quality 
and flavor. 

As already mentioned in your dispatches 
from here, the fancy plum crop is a total 
failure, but there will be an abundance of 
wildgoose plums.

A VERDICT RENDERED 


In the Case of Mr. Colville Against President 
Waddell of the state Agricultural Society. 


Yesterday a verdict was reached in the 
case of Coiville versus Waddell, in the city 
court of Atlanta before Judge Westmore- 
land. The jury found for the plaintiff 
against the Georgia Stat® Agricultyral So- 
ciety, garnishee, for the sum of $533, part 
of salary due Mr. Waddell. 

It will be remembered that this case oc- 
cupied the public attention for some time 
at its inception. Immediately upon-Colonel 
John U., Waddell being installed as presi- 
dent of the Georgia Agricultural Society, 
Mr. Fulton Colville served a process of 
garnishment upon the society for the pur- 
pose of catching the salary due Mr. Wada- 
dell, as president. Some time afterwards 
when the case was called up for trial, Mrs. 
Waddell became a party, and claimed the 
money due her husband as salary on an old 
execution she held against Mr. Waddell. 
The plaintiff denied the validity of the 
transfer made by Mr. Waddell, through 
his wife, of his salary. The verdict of the 
jury gave Mrs. Waddell the first year’s 
salary. The balance of it will go to the 
plaintiff. 

The garnishment suit of the plaintiff, Mr. 
Colville, was based upon an execution 
against Mr. Waddell. for which he was 
security for some §$5.000 of borrowed 
money. It was issued in Polk superior 
court in 1876. A settlement wag had by 
a great many interested in it. Mr. Waddell 
being one of the parties. By this agree- 
ment if he should pay $500. according to 
the terms, he was released. The fi. fa. was 
paid up, except the amount that was due by 
Mr. Waddell under the compromise, and 
the plaintiff is now seeking to recover this 
amount. 

This judgment rendered in the city court 
is against the Georgia State Acricultural 
Society. From the answer made in the 
case. Mrs. Waddell hae received all the 
money due Mr. Waddell.

Two Freight Trains Were in a Tai-lEnd

Mrs. Murphy’s suspicions had been arous- 
ed by her husband's strange action ip get- 
ting out of bed at such an early hour, and 
she communicated her apprehensions con- 
cerning him to other members of the family. 
Hig mysterious going away from home so 
early in the morning, coupled with words 


‘he*had spoken two or three days previous, 


caused her to suspect that he had commit- 
ted suicide, — . 

She waited until about 8 o’clock before 
raising the alarm, and then her worst fears 
having received confirmation by his contin- 
ued absence, she sent a messenger to po- 
lice headquarters and asked that the police 
force be instructed to look out for her hus- 
band.

A negro living near by had gone to the 
well- on the lot adjoining Mr. Murphy’s 
home to draw a bucket of water. He let 
down the bucket, and after waiting a rear 
sonable length of time for it to fill, he start- 
ed to draw it up. But the bucket would not 
come; it had caught to some object at the 
bottom of the weil. : 

Looking down inte the dark opening, the 
negro tried to see what had caused the 
trouble. As soon as his eyes bécame accus- 
tomed to the darkness, he saw what caused 
him to spring back horrified. Half buried 
in the mud and water at the bottom of the 
sixty-foot well was a human figure. 

The negro quickly gave the alarm, and in 
a very short while a big crowd gathered 
around. It was but the work of a few 
minutes to drag the figure from the bottom 
of the well to the surface, and then it was 
seen, as the crowd who knew of Murphy's 
disappearance, had suspeced from the first, 
that it was the body of old Michael Mur- 


phy. 

‘The news was quickly communicated to 
the family of the suicide, and the body was 
removed from the place where it was found 
to the home. The suicide, while it was re 
ceived with deep sorrow, did not create any 
great surprise. Mr, Murphy’s actions re 
eehtly have been such as to cause his fam- 
ily to fear that he would do something rash.

O01 Her Own Bail. 


HER EYES WERE FILLED witht TEARS 


The Grand Jurors Examined Her Closely 
About the Bank’s Money and 
Lewis Redwine. : 


Mrs. Jannette Hammond did not spend 
last night at Fulton county jail. For the 
first time in a month she was free to go 
where she pleased. 

The United States grand jury had her in 
the witness room yesterday and subjected 
her to a long examination. She was ask- 
ed scores of questions about the Gate City 
bank affair and Lewis Redwine. Her 
story to the jury did not correspond exactly 
with the statement which she made to the 
Allen woman. when she said that she knew 
where the money: belonging to the bank 
was hid. Mrs. Hammond did answer some 
questions about her connection with Red- 
wine. ‘There was a rumor that she had 
turned state’s evidence but that was an in- 
vention. 

However, when she came out of the jury 
room with inflamed eyes, showing evidence 
of agitation, she was taken in one of the 
offices and kept there for awhile. — District 
Attorney James went before Judge New- 
man and stated that he wished to take an 
order to release the woman. tHe said that 
after a thorough examination, the jurors 
felt that there was no reason to hoid her 
in jail any longer. So an order was taken 
to release her on her own recognizance. 
She looked something better than when 
she was first sent to jail. Imprisonment 
improved her looks. 

“I would like to tell you something but 
my lawyers have told me net to say a word 
more about the case and 1 won't,” she re- 
marekd. Mrs. tiammond was arrested oD 
suspicion that she knew where about $40,- 
OOU of the missing money was hid. She 
had said that Kedwine had gave it to her 
and she told the Allen woman that she had 
hid it under the carpet of her house. On 
the preliminary trial of Mrs. Hammond, 
it seemed that she might have some knowl- 
edge of the missing money. 

ln this connection there is a story that 
last summer Lewis Kedwine_ called one 
night on a clergyman, who was Visiting the 
city, and made a confession to him which 
grieved the preacher to hear, for he had 
known Lewis ever since the young man was 
a child. The confession did not intimate 
that there was a shortage in the accounts 
at the bank, but it was a sorrowful story 
about his troubles and how he had been en- 
tangled. 

John Henderson, general bookkeeper of 
the bank, and Ifrank Wheat, bookkeeper, 

were before the jury yesterday. They 
were examined about the methods of the 
bank and the opportunities Redwine had to 
get maney from: the institution. 

‘he grand jury will probably adjourn 
today until Monday. Some of the grand 
jurors have business which they wish to 
attend to and they have been engaged on 
this investigation for a long time now and 
they have neglected their own private busi- 
nesg to complete this investigation. 

It is possible that some true bills will 
be made today. About two more are ex- 
pected at this juncture. The jury came to 
the conclusion that Mrs. Hammond has 
none of the bank’s money, but it has not 
given up the idea that there may be a 
large sum hid away in the ground or an- 
other. bank somewhere. All the indict- 
ments have not been returned yet, it is 
said, but the public impression is stronger 
than ever that. the money was not scatter- 
ed ‘much. 

Theré will be more witnesses to be call- 
ed next ‘week when the jury reconvenes.
